New York, June 1.—The Interborough
| Company, controlling the subway and
holding under lease the Manhattan
Elevated rallroad system, has, accord-
ing to the American, secured control
e | of the Putnam and New York rallroad,
by purchase from the New York Cen-
tral. This ndds 68 miles of road to the
lines of the Interborough system, The
amount of money Involved has to be
learned, but it Is understood to carry
and absolute majority of the Putnam's
$6,600,000 stock lsswe. There Is also
a funded debt of $5,200,000 which was
gunranteed by the New York Central.
This, too, Is taken over.
